"’Never  again/ 
i  Reagan 
to  ex-hostages

In  celebration  of  freedom,  52  former  hostages  took  the 
salute  of  their  countrymen,  after  arriving  in  Washington 
.  —  and  President  Reagan  coupled  his  homecoming 
tribute  with  a  vow  of  “swift  and  effective  retribution” 
should  terrorists  ever  again  seize  American  captives. 

The  returned  hostages  said  thank  you  Tuesday: 
Thanks  to  those  who  prayed  for  them,  thanks  to  those 
who  waited  for  them,  thanks  to  those  who  died  trying  to 
rescue  them  —  and  thanks  to  the  school  children  who 
sent  them  valentines. 

From  a  platform  draped  with  an  American  flag  for 
■  each  of  the  former  hostages,  Reagan  said  the  world  must 
understand  that  “there  are  limits  to  our  patience.” 

Before  they  left  West  Point,  the  ex-hostages’  chief 
spokesman,  diplomat  Bruce  Laingen,  said  they  were  “52 
equally  proud,  free  and  happy  Americans,”  and  he 
paraphrased  Winston  Churchill:  “Never  has  so  small  a 
group  owed  so  much  to  so  many.” 

He  cited  “countless  prayers  from  countless  syn¬ 
agogues  and  churches  all  across  this  country,  the  expres¬ 
sions  of  love,  many  of  them  that  have  come  through  to 
us  by  mail  from  children  all  across  this  country.” 

He  said  the  hostages  were  moved  by  a  valentine  that 
reached  them  in  August  from  a  California  schoolgirl: 
“It’s  just  not  America  without  you.” 

Laingen  took  time  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Hotel 
Thayer,  where  the  hostages  stayed;  the  surrounding  peo¬ 
ple  of  “small  town  America”  who  turned  out  200,000 
strong  to  greet  them  Sunday;  the  Algerians  who  helped 
negotiate  their  release;  the  West  Germans  who 
welcomed  the  freed  hostages  to  freedom;  “governments 
all  around  the-  world  for  the  backing  and  support  they 
1  have  given  us  in  this  crisis”  —  and  especially  the  eight 
Americans  who  died  in  April’s  failed  effort  to  rescue  the 
hostages. 

Rejoicing  in  the  return  of  the  hostages,  freed  just  as  he 
took  office  a  week  ago,  Reagan  said  there  were  no  words 


better  than  the  simplest  of  words  to  speak  the  feelings  of 
the  nation: 

“Welcome  home.” 

“Mr.  President,”  Laingen  said,  “I  give  you  .  .  .  53 
Americans  who  will  always  have  a  love  affair  with  this 
country  and  who  join  you  in  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  for 
the  way  in  which  this  crisis  has  strengthened  the  spirit 
and  resilience  and  strength  that  is  the  mark  of  a  truly 
free  country.” 

The  52  were  freed  last  Tuesday.  The  53rd,  Richard 
Queen,  was  released  more  than  six  months  ago  because 
of  ill  health. 

Reagan  sounded  his  stern  message  in  an  address  to 
the  former  hostages  and  a  crowd  of  about  6,000  gathered 
on  the  South  Lawn  of  the  White  House. 

He  said  his  warning  was  meant  to  safeguard  all  those 
who  serve  America  abroad. 

“I’ll  not  be  so  foolish  as  to  say,  forget  what  you’ve 
been  through,”  the  president  told  the  freed  captives. 
“You  never  will. 

“But  turn  the  page  and  look  ahead,  and  do  so  knowing 
that  for  all  who  serve  their  country,  whether  in  the 
foreign  service,  the  military  or  as  private  citizens, 
freedom  is  indivisible. 

“Your  freedom  and  your  individual  dignity  are  much 
cherished,”  Reagan  said.  “In  the  representation  of  this 
nation,  you  will  be  accorded  every  means  of  protection 
America  can  muster. 

“Let  terrorists  be  aware  that  when  the  rules  of  inter¬ 
national  behavior  are  violated,  our  policy  will  be  one  of 
swift  and  effective  retribution,”  he  said. 

Yellow  ribbons  decked  the  buses  and  sidewalks,  as  the 
freed  hostages  and  their  families  returned  wave  for 
wave.  One  held  out  a  placard:  “Buy  Iraqi  war  bonds.” 
-  Reagan  concluded,  eyes  brimming: 

“In  very  simple  words  that  come  from  the  hearts  of  all 
of  us,  it  is  good  to  be  back,  thank  you,  America,  and  God 
bless  all  of  you.” 


Provo  offers 
cake  greeting 

Provo  City  welcomed  the  ex¬ 
hostages  home  Tuesday  by 
sending  them  a  cake  to 
Arlington,  Va. 

The  16  inch  by  24  inch  cake 
was  delivered  by  Telecake  In¬ 
ternational,  a  company  with 
2,500  affiliates  in  the  United 
States,  Shelley  Bauder,  em¬ 
ployee  of  Western  Advertising, 
said.  “It  is  like  a  cake  by  wire,” 
she  explained. 

On  the  cake  were  the  words: 
“Welcome  Home,  from  the 
Freedom  City  Provo,  Utah.”  It 
was  delivered  to  the  Chrystal 
City  Marriott  Motel  in 
Arlington,  Va.,  where  the 
hostages  are  presently  staying. 

Bauder  said  there  was  also  a 
card  sent  which  said:  “We  are 
happy  that  you  are  once  again 
able  to  share  the  freedom  we 
all  cherish  in  America.” 
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Improper  backing  is  the  cause  of  many  minor  traffic  accidents  on  campus  according  to  BYU  Security

®  1  “We  realize  that  some  of  the  increase  is  accounted  for 
ft  y  inflation,”  said  Barber,  “but  the  rise  in  minor  traffic 
3  iccidents  concerns  me.” 

>1  !  Between  Sept.  1  and  Oct.  31,  1979  Security  Police  did 
1  study  of  all  on-campus  traffic  accidents  and  tried  to 
,  linpoint  the  trouble  spots. 

|  The  study  showed  that  of  the  60  traffic  accidents,  47 
lo  ercent  were  as  a  result  of  improper  backing  up  and  62 
e  ercent  occurred  in  parking  lots.  “People  didn’t  look 
» ehind  them  carefully  or  would  fail  to  see  an  ap- 
tli  iroaching  car,”  said  Barber. 

'  “Another  interesting  point,”  he  said,  “is  that  63  per- 
lent  of  the  accidents  took  place  between  noon  and  mid¬ 
night.” 


“We  have  a  great  influx  of  students  around  8  a.m. 
Everyone  knows  pretty  much  where  they  are  going  and 
so  things  run  pretty  smoothly,”  said  Barber. 

“My  idea  is  that  a  good  number  of  on-campus  acci¬ 
dents  involve  people  who  may  not  be  coming  to  campus 
every  day  and  are  a  little  unsure  of  things  such  as  where 
to  go,  which  lane  to  take  and  when,  where  cars  might  be 
pulling  out  — things  like  that.” 

An  interesting  fact  from  the  study  is  that  most  acci¬ 
dents  took  place  on  Thursday.  “I  guess  a  lot  of  people 
have  finished  for  the  week  and  are  in  a  hurry  to  get  away 
for  the  weekend  and  just  don’t  take  the  usual  amount  of 
care,”  said  Barber. 

In  a  daily  breakdown  27  percent  of  traffic  accidents 
occurred  on  Thursday.  Monday,  the  heaviest  day  for 
traffic,  was  not  a  heavy  day  for  accidents,  with  only  13 
percent  of  the  total  number. 

“Now  we  have  a  better  idea  why  these  accidents  are 
happening  we  can  cope  with  them  better,”  said  Barber. 
“We  are  planning  to  have  mobile  traffic  signs  which  we 
will  place  at  trouble  spots.  We  hope  to  catch  people  off 
guard  and  get  them  to  take  that  little  extra  care.” 


Reagan  to  lift  controls 


1 1  WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Presi- 
®nt  Reagan  is  likely  to  lift  the 
smaining  controls  on  oil  prices  to- 
ay,  a  White  House  official  said 
i'uesday. 

The  action  could  raise  gasoline 
rices  as  much  as  12  cents  a  gallon, 
rhile  also  adding  $7  billion  to  the 
sderal  treasury  through  increased 
ax  revenues  collected  from  the  oil 
ompanies. 

The  White  House  had  planned  to 
nnounce  the  action  Tuesday,  ac- 
Drding  to  a  White  House  source 
?ho  asked  not  to  be  identified,  but 
leld  off  at  the  last  minute  because 
aost  of  the  day  was  devoted  to  the 
rrival  of  the  hostages  freed  from 
ran. 

,  About  25  percent  of  all  domestic 
irude  oil  and  all  gasoline  and 
uropane  are  under  the  price  con- 
rols,  imposed  nine  years  ago.  Their 
lemoval  began  in  June  1979  after 
hen  President  Jimmy  Carter  an¬ 
nounced  a  new  program  in  April 
979  that  would  have  lifted  all  con- 
rols  by  Sept.  30,  1981. 

'  The  controls  had  been  imposed  by 
^resident  Richard  M.  Nixon  as  part 
f  his  wage-price  control  program 
nd  were  continued  through  several 
leriods  of  oil  shortages. 

1  Congress  gave  the  president 
lower  to  lift  the  controls  in  1975, 
nut  that  authority  was  not  exercised 
until  Carter  acted  to  gradually 
iliminate  the  unwieldy  controls 
vhile  trying  to  avoid  spurring  infla- 


Reagan  campaigned  on  a  pledge  ‘ 
to  speed  up  the  removal  of  the  con¬ 
trols  to  help  spur  domestic  produc¬ 
tion. 

One  industry  analyst  said  he 
doubted  consumers  would  soon  feel 
the  impact  of  the  Reagan  action  on 
gasoline  prices  because  competition 
and  relatively  low  demand  are  likely 
to  delay  some  of  the  increases  at 
least  until  spring.  However,  other 


analysts  said  heating  oil  users  may 
feel  the  full  impact  of  crude  oil 
decontrol  this  winter. 

Removal  of  price  controls  would 
mean  that  domestic  crude  oil  prices 
would  be  allowed  to  reach  world 
market  levels.  The  Energy  Depart¬ 
ment  estimates  that  a  barrel  of 
foreign  oil  sells  for  an  average  of  $35, 
$12  more  than  the  equivalent 
amount  of  domestic  crude  oil. 


Sandy  man  killed 


The  body  of  a  Sandy  man,  killed 
when  his  tractor  rolled  over  on  top  of 
him,  was  discovered  Tuesday,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  report  from  the  Utah 
County  Sheriffs  Office. 

The  body  of  Cole  Padgett,  28,  was 
found  near  the  West  Canyon  area  of 
Cedar  Valley  by  a  search  party  con¬ 
sisting  of  Utah  County  Sheriffs 
deputies,  along  with  Utah  Jeep 
Patrol  members. 

Lt.  Owen  Quarnberg,  in¬ 
vestigating  officer  on  the  case, 
reported  that  the  victim  left  early 
Monday  morning  for  Cedar  Valley 
to  cut  wood.  When  Padgett  hadn’t 
returned  by  9  p.m.  that  evening, 
Quarnberg  said  Padgett’s  wife  left 
to  look  for  him. 

The  Utah  County  Sheriffs  office 
was  notified  of  the  situation  at  9:40 
p.m. 

The  county  sheriff  deputies  and 
jeep  patrol  members  formed  a 


search  party  and  began  to  comb  the 
Cedar  Valley  area. 

Searching  through  the  dark,  the 
party  located  the  victim’s  truck  12 
miles  west  of  Cedar  Fort,  Quarnberg 
said.  Padgett’s  dog  was  also  found 
in  the  area. 

Just  after  4  a.m.  Tuesday, 
Padgett’s  body  was  found  two  miles 
from  his  truck.  He  had  been  crushed 
under  his  tractor,  Quarnberg  said. 

According  to  the  incident  report 
filed  by  Quarnberg,  Padgett  ap¬ 
parently  tried  to  traverse  a  steep 
hillside.  The  tractor  slid  down  the 
hillside  some  25  to  30  feet  and  then 
rolled  over  once. 

According  to  officers,  the  victim 
was  killed  instantly  as  the  tractor 
rolled.  They  were  unable  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  exact  time  of  death,  but 
according  to  Quarnberg,  it  was 
sometime  Monday. 


Wage  law  repealed 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Utah  House  sur¬ 
prised  no  one  Tuesday  in  voting  to  repeal  the  state’s 
prevailing  wage  law,  an  action  signalling  the  start  of  one 
of  this  session’s  major  political  confrontations. 

The  bill  is  expected  to  sail  through  the  Senate  where 
Republicans  also  have  a  substantial  majority.  However, 
Democratic  Gov.  Scott  Matheson  is  expected  to  veto  the 
bill. 

The  real  test  is  expected  to /come  in  Republicans’  at¬ 
tempt  to  override  a  veto. 

Meanwhile,  the  Utah  Senate  on  Tuesday  killed  a  bill 
which  would  have  required  pharmacists  to  take 
refresher  courses  to  keep  their  licenses,  and  advanced  a 
bill  which  would  ban  so-called  drug  paraphernalia. 

A  Senate  committee  endorsed  a  bill  which  would  re¬ 
quire  the  federal  government  to  abide  by  state  regula¬ 
tions  while  building  the  MX  missile  system. 

The  prevailing  wage  is  a  figure  set  by  the  state  In¬ 
dustrial  Commission  for  locally  funded  public  works 
projects  and  frequently  is  higher  than  the  wage  rate  paid 
by  many  .contractors. 

“Protecting  construction  workers  —  if  ever  necessary 
—  is  not  necessary  today,”  said  C.  McClain  Haddow,  R- 
Sandy,  sponsor  of  the  bill. 

Haddow  said  the  prevailing  wage  law  encourages  out¬ 
side  contractors  to  move  into  Utah  and  underbid  local 
contractors  on  public  works  projects. 


Opponents  of  the  repeal  said  the  law  protects  the  in¬ 
terests  of  all  Utah  citizens,  and  repeal  would  drive 
workers  into  the  arms  of  union  organizers.  They  denied 
Haddow’s  claim  that  repeal  would  save  taxpayers 
money. 

Haddow  cited  a  construction  project  in  Duchesne 
County  which  he  said  increased  in  cost  by  $109,000 
when  the  contractor  was  forced  to  pay  the  prevailing 
wage. 

“We  need  to  get  the  biggest  bang  for  the  buck  for  tax¬ 
payers,”  said  Haddow.  He  predicted  savings  in  public 
construction  costs  of  15  and  one-half  percent,  a  figure  he 
said  was  based  on  the  the  experience  of  Florida,  which 
repealed  a  similar  law  in  1974. 

“The  law  protects  the  interests  of  Utah  citizens  in  an 
already  unstable'  construction  industry,”  said  Rep. 
James  Considine,  D-Salt  Lake. 

He  said  labor  costs  account  for  only  one-fourth  of  total 
construction  costs  and  at  most,  only  about  a  6  percent 
reduction  in  construction  costs  could  be  expected  if  the 
law  were  repealed.  . 

But  he  said  there  would  be  hidden  costs  in  repealing 
the  law.  He  said  skilled  workers  won’t  work  for  bad 
wages  and  less  skilled  employees  don’t  do  quality  work. 

Considine  said  the  cost  of  construction  could  actually 
climb  if  contractors  were  forced  to  rely  on  less  skilled 
employees.

Handcrafted  car  worth  wait

A  handmade,  $80,000  Stutz 
Blackhawk  VH  Coupe  arrived  in 
Provo  this  week.  Features  of  the  car 
include  18-karat  instruments,  22 
coats  of  paint  and  a  computer  to 
calculate  miles  per  gallon. 

The  car,  made  by  the  Stutz  Motor 
Car  Co.,  was  delivered  to  Harmon’s 
Inc.  for  a  Provo  man  who  had  wan¬ 
ted  to  own  one  of  the  rare  cars  for 
years. 

Mac  Boyter,  Cadillac  sales 
manager  for  Harmon’s,  said  he 
special-ordered  the  car  last  July, 
and  it  arrived  last  week. 

The  Stutz  is  not  related  to  the  old 
Stutz  Bearcats  of  the  1920s,  Boyter 
said.  The  name  was  picked  up  by 
the  Stutz  Motor  Car  Co.  when  it 
was  formed  in  the  1960s. 

The  Stutz  Blackhawk  VII  Coupe 
delivered  to  Provo  was  the  first  of 
the  new  models  built  after  the 
prototype. 

According  to  Boyter,  the  car  is 


painted  with  22  coats  of  silver  and 
black  paint.  All  the  chrome  on  the 
car  is  solid  brass.  It  is  nickel-plated, 
then  triple  chromed. 

The  interior  is  red  and  silver.  The 
carpets  are  made  of  New  Zealand 
lamb’s  wool.  The  seats  are  made 
from  English  leather  and  French 
velour. 

Boyter  said  the  cattle  the  leather 
is  made  from  have  never  been  pen¬ 
ned  with  barbed  wire  fences  so  the 
leather  is  unscratched. 

The  inlay  work  is  done  in  beryl 
walnut  from  Milan,  Italy.  “The 
grain  is  so  rich,  it  almost  looks 
fake,”  Boyter  said. 

All  the  instrumentation  in  the  20- 
foot-long,  5,000  pound  car  is  18- 
karat  gold. 

Another  feature  of  the  car  is  a 
computer  inside.  It  not  only  can 
compute  how  many  miles  the  driver 
is  getting  to  the  gallon,  but  it  can 
calculate  how  long  it  will  take  to  get 
to  the  destination. 

The  trunk  is  lined  with  long, 


shaggy  black-and-grey  wolf  fur.  Un¬ 
der  the  hood  is  a  shiny  plaque  per¬ 
sonally  engraved  with  the  names  of 
all  the  men  who  worked  on  the  car. 

Boyter  said  the  Stutz  also  has  its 
own  cover  so  it  can  be  “put  to  bed  at 
night.” 

The  car  uses  General  Motors 
parts  for  all  its  working  gear  so  the 
car  can  be  repaired  at  any  GM 
dealership,  he  said. 

Boyter  said  the  general  reaction  of 
those  who  saw  the  car  was 
favorable.  “That  car  is  as  close  to 
being  flawless  as  anything  I’ve  ever 
been  around,”  Boyter  said. 

About  45  men  and  craftsmen  out¬ 
side  Torino,  Italy,  made  up  the 
Stutz  Motor  Car  Company  when  it 
was  formed  in  the  1960s  by  a  New 
York  investment  banker  and 
designer  Virgil  M.  Exner.  The 
craftsmen  had  been  taught  metal 
skills  from  their  fathers  and 
grandfathers,  and  some  still  use  the 
same  equipment  their  forefathers 
used  in  working  with  the  metals.

WASHINGTON  -  The  Senate  on  Tues¬ 
day  confirmed  David  A.  Stockman  to  be  the 
federal  budget  director  and  William  J.

Casey,  67,  a  New  York  native  who  held 
several  posts  during  the  Nixon  administra¬ 
tion,  was  approved  on  a  95-0  vote.  Stockman, 
a  former  Michigan  congressman  who  is  urg¬ 
ing  heavy  budget  cuts,  was  cleared  by  a  93-0 
vote. 


Jackson  institutes  curfew 


ATLANTA  —  Mayor  Maynard  Jackson 
imposed  a  9  p.m.  curfew  on  Atlanta  children 
15  and  younger  Tuesday  in  hopes  of 
preventing  further  deaths  and  disap¬ 
pearances  in  the  area.  Fourteen  black 
children  have  been  slain  since  July  1979  and 
three  have  vanished. 

Jackson  announced  at  a  news  conference 
that  he  had  imposed  the  curfew  through  ex¬ 
ecutive  order  because  the  city’s  temporary  11 
p.m.  curfew  had  expired.  The  order  will  be 
effective  until  the  City  Council  can  act  on  a 
proposed  ordinance  making  the  curfew  per¬ 
manent.

Dayley:  Art  for  people 


Music  that  expresses  the  song  of 
the  heart  requires  the  combined  in¬ 
tegrity  of  a  jazz  artist  and  the 
craftsmanship  of  classical  music, 
said  Dr.  K.  Newell  Dayley  in  Tues¬ 
day’s  forum  assembly.  Dayley  is  the 
director  of  BYU’s  jazz  ensemble 
“Synthesis.” 

Persons  should  be  striving  to 
create  “an  art  for  people’s  sake,  not 
art  for  art’s  sake,”  Dayley  said.  It  is 
their  duty  to  cultivate  artistic  ex¬ 
pression  and  communicate  what  has 
never  been  fully  known  in  music,  he 
said. 

“We  must  take  all  that  is  good 
and  wisely  use  it.  That  duty  is  in¬ 
cumbent  upon  us.” 

Although  some  connotations  of 
jazz  have  not  always  been 
wholesome,  a  jazz  performer  — 
through  improvisation  — learns  to 
express  heart-felt  human  yearnings, 
Dayley  said. 


“I  am  painfully  aware  of  some  of 
the  spiritually  questionable  associa¬ 
tions  of  this  music  we  call  jazz,  of 
the  ways  it  has  been  used  in  support 
of  that  which  is  repellent  to  my 
nature,”  he  said,  “but  there  is  much 
of  value  in  the  processes  it  em¬ 
bodies.” 

Jazz  has  been  called  the  most 
astounding  spontaneous  musical 
event  to  take  place  since  the  Refor¬ 
mation  and  has  been  recognized  by 
millions  as  America’s  unique  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  arts,  said  Dayley. 

During  his  forum  presentation, 
Dayley  said  he  wanted  to  help  peo¬ 
ple  develop  an  understanding  of  the 
music  all  around  them.  The  music 
of  today  will  certainly  influence  the 
future,  as  the  roots  of  jazz  have  in¬ 
fluenced  the  present,  he  said. 

“To  understand  is  to  have  the 
power  to  approach  contemporary 
music  without  fear,”  Dayley  said.

Poll  shows  liking  for  buses 


Sixty  percent  of  local 
residents  approve  of  a 
mass  transit  system, 
according  to  a  survey 
submitted  to  the  Tim- 
panogos  Transit 
Authority. 

The  survey,  conduc¬ 
ted  by  Dr.  Lynn 
England,  a  BYU 
sociology  professor,  and 
20  graduate  students, 
was  submitted  to  the 
transit  authority  in  a 
special  public  meeting 
Monday  afternoon. 

“With  the  results 
found  in  this  survey  we 
see  that  the  time  is 
right,”  said  board 
member  Steve 
Gappmayer.  Sixty  per¬ 
cent  of  those  who 
replied  to  the  survey 
responded  positively. 

The  board  reviewed 
the  results  and  decided 
to  proceed  with  a  plan 


to  place  a  funding 
measure  on  the  ballot 
by  November. 

A  similar  measure 
was  defeated  last  year 
because  of  what 
Gappmayer  termed, 
“lack  of  information  to 
the  public  on  some 
aspects  of  the  proposed 
bus  system.” 

The  survey  involved 
300  residents  of  the 
Provo-Orem  area  and 
students  from  Utah 
Technical  College. 

Jon  Pingree,  general 
manager  of  the  Utah 
Transit  Authority,  told 
of  possible  sources  of 
funds  for  the  Tim¬ 
panogos  Transit 
Authority. 

“There  are  federal 
funds  available  in  the 
state  that  will  lapse  in 
September  and  return 
to  the  treasury  unless 


we  find  a  good  use  for 
them,”  said  Pingree. 
“Those  funds  could  be 
put  to  good  use  here  in 
Utah  County.” 

Under  existing  law, 
the  Timpanogos  Tran¬ 
sit  Authority,  working 
with  the  county  com¬ 
mission,  can  ask  for 
voter  approval  of  a  one- 
quarter  percent  sales 
tax  for  funding. 

There  is  proposal 
currently  before  the 
Utah  Legislature  that 
would  raise  the  max¬ 
imum  allowable  sales 
tax  for  transit  districts 
to  one-half  percent. 

If  that  bill  passes,  the 
authority  could  ask  for 
up  to  a  one-half  percent 


relations  specialist  for 
the  UTA. 

In  a  1978  vote,  the 
public  authorized  the 
Timpanogos  Transit 
Authority  to  function, 
but  did  not  authorize  it 
to  collect  funds. 

The  only  difference 
between  the  UTA  and 
the  Timpanogos  Tran¬ 
sit  Authority  is  that 
UTA  is  an  operating 
unit  authorized  to 
collect  funds  while 
Timpanogos  Transit  is 
not.  In  order  to  become 
an  operating  unit  the 
authorization  for 
funding  is  essential.

Course  will  teach 
defensive  driving 

Fifty  points  can  be  shaved  off  traffic  violation 
records  by  completing  a  defensive  driving  course 
which  will  teach  drivers  to  avoid  accidents. 

The  four-week  course,  sponsored  by  the  Utah 
Safety  Council,  starts  Feb.  4  at  7  p.m.  at  Provo 
High  School. 

According  to  Robert  Ingersoll,  managing  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  safety  council,  the  course  “represents 
an  approach  to  the  driving  task  that,  when  ap¬ 
plied,  can  reduce  the  chance  of  accidents  when 
driving. 

“Those  involved  in  the  course  average  a  41  per¬ 
cent  reduction  in  accident  involvement,”  Inger¬ 
soll  said. 

The  course  will  be  taught  with  films  and  lec¬ 
tures  given  by  Gerald  Mathews,  assistant 
manager  of  campus  safety  at  BYU.  Mathews  has 
taught  defensive  driving  courses  for  15  years. 

“Those  drivers  who  take  the  course  come  out 
with  better  attitudes  about  driving  than  when 
they  began,”  Mathews  said. 

Utah’s  defensive  driving  program  has 
graduated  120,000  since  it  was  first  organized  in 
1965.  Upon  successful  completion  of  the  course, 
50  points  are  removed  from  traffic  violation 
records  in  Utah. 

The  registration  fee  for  the  course  is  $12  per 
person.

A  friendly  department  secretary  warmly  offers  a  new  foreign 
student  her  help  and  then  asks  his  phone  number  and  address 
for  her  files.  The  student,  however,  thinks  she’s  offering  more 
than  friendship.  He  thinks  she’s  making  a  pass  at  him. 

Cultural  differences  may  often  cause  problems  for  inter¬ 
national  students  and  those  with  whom  they  interact,  said 
Karen  Acerson,  International  Office  immigration  specialist. 
The  question  is,  she  said,  “How  do  you  explain  the  cultural 
differences?” 

Two  years  ago  the  office  began  a  program  to  try  to  provide 
the  answer,  she  said.  The  program,  Cultures  on  Display, 
focuses  on  a  different  country  each  month,  with  students  of  the 
country  describing  such  things  as  government,  church  life,  at- 
.  titudes  and  personal  experiences.  A  “native”  dessert  is  served, 
she  said,  and  there  is  no  charge. 

Cultures  on  Display  is  conducted  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  she  said.  The  next  meeting  will  be  Feb.  3  at  7:30  in  445 
MARB  and  will  be  about  Belgium. 

Acerson  said  the  program  “definitely”  has  helped  develop 
goodwill  between  students  and  participants.  “It  creates  better 
feelings  toward  other  countries  and  gives  you  a  more  personal 
insight  into  them,”  she  said.  “You  can  better  understand  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  way  they  are  and  why  they  do  what  they  do.” 

For  instance,  she  said,  students  from  one  particular  country 
are  very  forceful  and  aggressive.  “Their  government  is  so 
strict,  and  everything  is  so  controlled,  that  they  have  to  be 


that  way  in  order  to  get  anywhere  in  their  country. 

“Teachers  and  classmates  think  ‘Gee,  they  (the  students) 
are  just  so  pushy,  so  demanding,’  ”  she  said.  “People 
sometimes  don’t  understand  why  the  students  are  that  way.” 

But  after  a  Cultures  on  Display  lesson  on  the  country,  the 
audience  gained  a  better  grasp  of  the  students’  behavior  and 
felt  closer  to  them,  she  said. 

The  programs  are  patterned  after  the  monthly  Relief  Society 
cultural  refinement  lessons,  she  said,  and  cultural  refinement 
teachers  from  all  over  the  valley  are  welcome  to  attend. 

But,  she  emphasized,  “We  also  want  other  students  and 
community  members  to  come.  It’s  not  okay  if  we  just  do  the 
programs  for  the  benefit  of  cultural  refinement  teachers.” 

Acerson  said,  however,  the  program  actually  started  because 
of  the  teachers.  “Cultural  refinement  teachers  would  call  us 
and  say  they  needed  someone  from  Belgium,  for  instance. 

“When  we  told  them  we  couldn’t  give  out  phone  numbers 
and  addresses,  they’d  get  really  upset,  but  they  didn’t  realize 
that  200  or  300  other  teachers  were  also  trying  to  get  someone,” 
she  said. 

Acerson  said  the  office  suggested  the  program  to  the  stu¬ 
dents,  who  agreed  it  would  be  helpful  since  fewer  cultural 
refinement  teachers  would  call  to  ask  for  assistance. 

Also,  she  said,  the  students  are  “usually  very  willing  to  do  it 
because,  of  course,  they  want  to  brag  up  their  own  country.” 

But,  she  admitted,  unless  it  is  their  own  country  that  is  “on 
display,”  international  students  are  not  very  enthusiastic 
about  attending.

Today,  Citizens  Day, 
Utah  citizens  can 
discuss  with  their 
representatives  bills 
currently  before  the 
state  legislature. 

“It’s  an  informal  time 
for  people  to  vocalize 
their  opinions  and  have 
them  be  heard,”  said 
Myla  Dutton,  special 
projects  planner  for  the 
Community  Action 
Agency  of  Provo. 

Citizens  Day  hear¬ 
ings  will  be  held  in  the 
Utah  State  Office 
Building  auditorium, 
located  immediately 
north  of  the  Capitol 
Building  in  Salt  Lake 
City  from  9:30  a. m.  to  1 
p.m. 

There  are  several 


bills  presently  being 
considered  which  con¬ 
cern  BYU  students, 
Ombudsman  Don  F. 
Bigger  said. 

These  include  bills 
insuring  the  return  of 
security  deposits  by 
landlords,  maintaining 
fit  premises  for  tenants 
and  protecting  tenants 
from  being  evicted 
solely  for  placing  com¬ 
plaints  with  their  lan¬ 
dlords. 

“One  person  express¬ 
ing  his  feelings  on  one 
day  won’t  accomplish 
anything,”  Bigger  said, 
“but  an  organized 
group  ready  to  talk  with 
the  appropriate 
representative  can  br¬ 
ing  action.” 

Sharon  Evans,  a  staff 
member  of  Community 
Action,  said  Citizens 


Day  was  made  es¬ 
pecially  for  senior 
citizens  and  other  low- 
income  people. 

Mrs.  Evans  said  the 
program  was 

specifically  designed  to 
help  inform  people  and 
acquaint  them  with  the 
legislature  and  their 
representatives. 

Bigger  said  an  ex¬ 
perience  like  this  gives 
people  a  chance  to 
become  involved. 

“I’d  like  to  someday 
see  a  student-tenant 
organization  formed  at 
BYU,”  Bigger  said.  “A 
student-tenant 
organization  would  for¬ 
mally  represent  student 
renting  concerns  before 
the  community.  It 
would  also  have  more 
influence  in  lobbying 
the  legislature.” 

Mrs.  Dutton  said  a 


bill  to  cut  Medicaid 
funding  of  dental  and 
eye  care  was  introduced 
last  year.  Several  senior 
citizens,  primarily  from 
Utah  County,  went  to 
the  hearing  on  Citizens 
Day  and  voiced  their 
concerns.  A  key 
representative  on  the 
issue  made  a  “180- 
degree  turn  around  on 
his  opinion,”  Mrs.  Dut¬ 
ton  said.

playing  soon 


“She’s  locked  herself  in  the  bathroom,  she’s 
not  coming  out  and  she’s  not  getting  married,” 
describes  one  act  of  Neil  Simon’s  comedy  “Plaza 
Suite,”  set  to  open  in  the  new  Magic  Square 
Theater.  Liz  Danforth,  managing  director,  says 
there  is  a  “real  need”  for  legitimate  community 
theater  in  the  area. 

The  new  theater  is  part  of  a  developing  art- 
recreation  complex  located  at  264  N.  100  West.  It 
will  eventually  include  a  health  spa,  a  children’s 
day  school,  a  swimming  pool  and  dance  classes. 

The  owner,  Tom  Beisinger,  asked  Mrs.  Dan¬ 
forth  to  develop  a  community  theater.  “I  think 
eventually  we’ll  probably  do  somewhere  around 
eight  plays  a  year,”  she  said.  The  theater  will 
“cater  to  the  community.  But  since  I  know 
mostly  students,  a  lot  of  students  will  be  cast.” 


In  the  early  1900s, 
pioneer  artist  John 
Hafen  presented  a 
painting  to  officials  of 
Springville  High 
School.  He  had  hopes  of 
building  a  collection  of 
the  finest  art  works 
available,  so  students 
could  develop  an  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  fine 
arts.  His  dream 
resulted  in  the 
Springville  Art 
Museum  which  is  called 
“the  art  center  of  the 
Rockies”  by  its  staff. 

According  to  Sherrill 
D.  Sandberg,  assistant 
director  of  the  museum, 
Hafen’s  gift  was 
followed  by  a  donation 
from  sculptor  Cyrus  E. 
Dallin,  who  presented 
his  famous  work,  “Paul 
Revere.”  Four  years 
later,  16  paintings  were 
donated  by  prominent 
Utah  artists. 


community  loves  the 
museum  and  we’re  very 
proud  of  it,”  she  said. 


minute  act  held  on  Wednesdays  between  noon 
and  1  p.m.  “It  was  a  successful  experiment,”  she 
said,  and  plans  to  start  it  again  “once  we  get  on 
our  feet.”  Patrons  may  buy  or  bring  lunch  to 
watch  the  play,  which  costs  $1.50. 

Mrs.  Danforth  plans  to  run  regular  rehearsals 
for  each  play  “while  one  is  still  going  on,”  so  that 
new  plays  will  begin  every  four  to  six  weeks.  She 
hopes  to  do  some  Shakespeare  and  would  like  to 
have  other  directors  participate. 

“Plaza  Suite,”  the  current  production,  is  set  to 
open  the  first  weekend  in  March.  The  tickets  will 
cost  $3.00. 

The  plot  revolves  around  three  playlets.  The 
first  is  about  a  couple  on  their  second  honeymoon 
and  involves  the  wife’s  struggle  to  revitalize  the 
marriage.  The  second  couple  isn’t  married,  but 
both  partners  are  awkwardly  trying  to  get 
together  after  being  apart  for  17  years.  The  man 
has  become  a  famous  Hollywood  producer,  and 
both  have  had  bad  marriages.  Mrs.  Dansforth 
describes  their  scenes  as  being  “a  little  risque.” 
The  third  playlet  comically  depicts  the  trials  of  a 
middle-aged  couple  whose  daughter  has  locked 
herself  in  the  bathroom  on  her  wedding  day. 

Mrs.  Dansforth  said  there  has  been  a  “good 
response”  to  the  auditions.  Heidi  Mendez,  a 
BYU  theater  major,  said  she  was  “excited”  about 
the  project  because  “it  provides  opportunities  for 
people  who  can’t  always  be  in  the  BYU  produc¬ 
tions  .  .  .  besides,  I  love  Neil  Simon.” 

Mrs.  Danforth  said  the  project  is  running  on  a 
“shoestring  budget.”  While  some  sets  can  cost 
thousands  of  dollars,  “right  now  we’re  digging 


out  of  our  basements.”  One  of  the  actors 
auditioning  jokingly  suggested  bake  sales  to  pay 
for  the  royalties. 


Not  a  morgue 

“Many  people  have 
the  idea  that  the 
museum  is  a  morgue  for 
old  paintings.  It’s  not 
that  way  at  all,”  Miss 
Sandberg  said.  “The 
museum  is  a  cultural 
arts  center.  We  have  all. 
sorts  of  things  going  on 
here  all  the  time.  We 
have  art  classes  and 
ceramic  classes,  lec¬ 
tures,  dinners,  concerts, 
theatrical  productions 
and  even  wedding 
receptions.” 

Miss  Sandberg  said 
the  museum  stays 
financially  stable 
through  fund  raising. 
The  museum  receives 
some  grants  and  dona¬ 
tions,  but  the  greatest 
part  of  their  funds 
comes  through  what 
they  can  raise  them¬ 
selves. 

“We  do  have  a  num¬ 
ber  of  volunteers  who 
help  us  tremendously,” 
said  Miss  Sandberg. 
“They  are  people  from 
the  community  who 
support  the  arts  by  ser¬ 
ving  in  the  museum.” 

One  of  the  volun¬ 
teers,  Raeola  Holm, 
spends  a  lot  of  time  at 
the  museum  working  as 
a  secretary.  “I  came  to 
work  here  at  the 
museum  because  I 
knew  they  needed  some 
help.  I  was  interested  in 
the  programs  here  and  I 
was  glad  to  come.  The

visit  the  museum.  Miss 
Sandberg  said  an 
average  of  20,000  people 
from  all  over  the  United 
States  visit  each  year. 

“During  June,  when 
we  have  the  Spring 
Salon,  we  have  had  as 
many  as  20,000  in  one 
month.  Families  visit 
us,  groups  visit  us,  and 
a  lot  of  BYU  couples 
come  here,”  she  said. 

The  museum  pro¬ 
vides  many  oppor 
tunities  to  those  in 
terested  in  the  arts 
Young,  developing  ar¬ 
tists  can  join  the  Utah 
Valley  Art  Guild  and 
exhibit  their  paintings.
